EDISON'S 


EVERYTHING OF THE LATEST STYLE AND PATTERN 


Qt'KKN VICTORIA'S SPEECH. 


The speech of Queen Victoria at the 


opening of the British Parliament does 
not announce any sensational develop- 
ments in political affairs. It expresses 
satisfaction that Great Britain is at 
peace with the great powers of the 
world. In referring to the South Afri- 
can incident it recites the events, 
though it does not indicate the flnal 
results. 
It guardedly alludes to the 


Venezuelan question, but makes no 
announcement regarding arbitration, 
though it refers to the prospect" of a 
friendly understanding with the United 
States. 
Alluding to the deplorable 


events in Armenia, the hope is ex- 
pressed that reforms now promised by 
the Turkish Government will be car- 
ried out. 


The Queen's speech is something of 


the character of the President's mes- 
sage. 
It is supposed to outline tho 


policy of the Government. 
There is 


this difference, however—the President 
is supposed to write his own message, 
while the Queen does not pretend to 
formulate her speech. 
That work is 


done for her by her ministers and the 
speech expresses their views, not her's. 
Lord Salisbury having declined to sub- 
mit the Venezuelan dispute to arbitra- 
tion, would not, of course, have the 
speech from the throne declare in 
favor of arbitration. There is not much 
encouragement for the Armenians in 
the speech, as it simply expresses the 
hope that reforms will be carried into 
effect. 
The powers make a naval dis- 


play in Turkish waters, but do nothing 
to prevent the massacre of Christians 
in Asia Minor, as an attempt to make 
the Turk behave might cause an out- 
break which would result in the dis- 
memberment of the Ottoman Empire 
and a general fight among the powers 
for the oho'oe pieces. 


Causing Raja of Light to Puss Through 


Steel. 


ORANGE, N. J,, Feb. 11.—Thomas Edi- 


son was hard at work all day in his 
laboratory in West Orange preparing 
for his experiment of photographing 
the human body and brain with the aid 
of the newly discovered ray. 
With the 


aid of mercury pumps he labored as- 
siduously on chief crookes tubes of his 
own maeufacture. 
To the mouth of 


ench tube a long glaes tube was at- 
tached, and through this by means of 
connecting tubes in the side the mer- 
cury was run and the air in the crookes 
lubes was gradually exhausted by the 
mercury. 
Surrounded by a score or 


more of reporters and other visitors 
Edison sat for hours watching the pro- 
gress of the work and he displayed a 
wonderful amount of patience when 
after repeated trials the desired result 
was not obtained. Again and ugaiu the 
efforts were repeated and Mr. Edison 
explained to tho reporters that ho was- 
trying to see whether the rays were 
longitudinal etheric vibration goiug 
straight out into space or local mag- 
netic waves circulating from one elec- 
trode to the other in the tnbe through 
the air in the immediate locality being 
purely local in influence. He was de- 
sirous of finding the degree of vaeuuu 
in the tube which would Rive the best 
effects on the rays. In another experi- 
ment he caused the rays to pass 
through si piece of steel one-half an 
inch thick. He also found that the 
mysterious rays were capable of pene- 
trating a bit of cardboaid, a piece of 
celluloid and a half-inch alip of steel 
combined, leaving the plate uniformly 
black. Had the rays not penetrated 
the steel the plate would naturally 
have been black where the steel was 
not interposed. 
He secured similar 


results several times with equal pre- 
cision.

Borne of the Many Thing* Wo Bat That 


Are Adulterated. 


A recent report of the dairy food com- 


missioner of Pennsylvania names so 
many food products •which are adulter- 
ated as to raise a query as to what is 
not adulterated. 
Among the many im- 


pnre things sold ore allspice, which of- 
ten is mainly composed of ground and 
roasted cocoanut shells; baking powder; 
beef, wiue and iron prepared as a tonic; 
butter, buckwheat flour, candy, catchup, 
cider, cheese, cinnamon, cloves—tho 
latter made almost entirely from ground 
cocoanut shells, the odor and taste of Brussels, 50 ots. 
cloves being scarcely perceptible; coffee 
—consisting chiefly of coffee screenings 
or damaged coffee, but sold at a high 
price as a pure article; fresh "Java" 
made from wheat and barloy hulls, 
roasted with sugar and containing no 
coffee; codfish not codfish at all—meie- 
ly cheap dried fish; cream of tartar 
adulterated with flour; flasseed adul- 
terated with staich; frnit "buttois," 
such as apple bntter, peach butter, etc., 
very seldom pure, being adulterated 
with staich waste and salicylic acid; 
tho same is tiue of grated pineapples; 
ginger adulterated with ash, rice hulls, 
rice flour and cayenne pepper; lard; 
maple sirup, made from commercial 
glucose thinned with about 20 per cent 
of water; mixed spices; orange juice, 
lemon oil, lemon phosphate, molasses, 
mustard, olive oil, pepper, vinegar, va- 
nilla extract, all kinds of preserves, ex- 
tract of strawberries and tea. 


To add to the deception a few apple 


seeds are scattered through the so called 
fruit jams, or timothy or other seeds 
are added to the mixture to represent 
raspberry, strawberiy, etc. The produc- 
tion of artificial colors is particularly 
common in confections. Indigo, tnmer- 
ic, annotto, logwood and cochineal are 
used in great quantities, and are proba- 
jly not harmful; aisenio, copper and 
leads are very deleterious, but are not 
now used as much as m former times, 
before sanitary officials made such per- 
sistent attacks on them. Milk and milk 
piodncts are often colored. Auuotto is 
very commonly used by dairymen to 
give a rich yellow color. 
In itself au- 


noito is piobably harmless, but it pro- 
duces deceptive results.—New 
York
